It is argued that this set- 
tlement would safeguard existing com- 
mercial interests of all the powers in 
Manchuria, and it is contended that if 
Japan demanded more in the last re- 
sort, this would betray to the world 
her ulterior ambitions on the con- 
tinent of Asia, which would be inimi- 
cal to the interests of not only Rus- 
sia, but of the very powers which 
now sympathize with Japan. | 

Much anxiety and debate prevail 
here with regard to the future, but 
one thing is certain, Russia will not 
declare war nor will she initiate hos- 
tile action if the negotiations break 
down. will remain quiescent 
until attacked. 

The announcement that the Japa- 
nese authorities had postponed war 
imposts until next April is interpreted 
favorably here. | 

The Novoe Vremya today publishes 
a long editorial article on its Port 
Arthur correspondence of yesterday. 
The views of this correspondent may 
appear fantastic, the paper says, but 
nevertheless America is the real foe 
screened behind Japan. The British, 
the paper continues, have assumed 
the act of betraying Europe by truck- 
ling to the United States,and speeches 
at the recent banquet of the Pilgrims’ 
Society are cited as examples of 
British servility. In conclusion, the 
Novoe Vremya says: “When Great 
Britain has quite gone over to the 
United States, the rest of Europe 
realize the urgency of united action 
against America.” 

A telegram received here from Port 
Arthur says there is no announcement 
there of the mobilization and the call- 
ing out of the reserves, but\that ev- 
erything is in readiness, and that there 
are almost half a million troops in 
Manchuria.

The 
oil men of Kern River hope to obtain 
much needed relief from the condition 
which has prevailed for many weeks 
past, when they have been unable to 
sell their oil on account of inability 
to get it to market. 

The Associated Oil Company is ex- 
pected to build another huge reservoir 
on section 5 in addition to the one 
now In course of construction. . 

The Kern River .Oll Company has 
closed a deal wtih the Santa Fé for 
200, barrels of oil, with an option 
of 500,000 more. Superintendent John-

BOILER INSPECTOR. 

A matter of much interest to the dif- 
ferent ofl companies operating in Kern 
county will come before the Supervisors 
on Saturday when the question of re- 
enacting the ordinance creating the of- 
fice of County Boiler Inspector comés 
up for consideration, About a year ago 
the office was established, the inspec- 
tor making the rounds of the entire 
county outside the incorporated towns, 
and inspecting all plants. The principal 
work was in the oil fields. A fee of 
$10 was charged for the inspection of 
each boiler and -this, it was claimed, 
worked a great harship on many com- 
panies. A protest was sent to the board 
and the fee was reduced to $6. Still 
there was objection from many quar- 
ters, and at the December meeting of 
the board a delegation of oil. men, 
headed by W. 8. Morton, general man- 
ager of the Potomac Oil Company, F. 
B. Henderson of the Associated, and 
H. A. Blodgett of the California Con- 
solidated Oil Fields Company, appeared 
before the board with a petition asking 
for the renewal of the ordinance. 

It was proposed to compromise by 
abolishing ‘ all fees and have the 
county pay the entire expense. This, 

ever, was not satisfactory, and by 
a vote of 3 to 2, the board repealed the 
ordinance. 

A few days ago a counter petition 
was numerously signed, in large part 
by men employed in the field in the 
operation of boilers who declared that 
they consider the inspection a great 
protection against accidents and as af- 
fording greater safety to those in 
charge of plants. The Supervisors ap- 
peared to be favorably inclined to the 
petition, and it is quite possible that 
it will be granted.

Mrs. Grapp believes that 
the enmity of those brothers has been 
aroused by false reports conveyed to 
them concerning Grapp's treatment of 
his first wife. Speaking for her hus- 
band Mrs. Grapp last night made a 
statement of Grapp’s connection with 
the cas®. 

“Mr. Grapp and his first wife came 
frém Waseca, Minn., to Southern Cal- 
fornia over five years ago,” she said. 
“They lived for a while at Redlands 
and then at San Bernardino. His wife 
was afflicted with quick consumption. 
Several members of her family, includ- 
ing one of her brothers and later her 
father, came from Waseca and lived 
with them for several months. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. 
Grapp had small means and a heavy 
expense to bear on account of the 
lliness of his wife, the members of 
her family made no offer to contribute 
to the support of the family, but con- 
tinued to live there for several months 
at the expense of Mr. Grapp. 

“The father of Mr. Grapp's wife was 
dictatorial and quarrelsome. Once Mr. 
Grapp had to restrain him from doing 
violence. When Mr. Grapp’s wife was 
dead her father went with the body 
to the old home in Minnesota. It was 
about four years later that Mr. Grapp 
and I were married. I am sure that 
anything that may _ be said of his hav- 
ing ill treated his first wife is a cruel 
falsehood. 


“The descriptions of the men who com 
mitted the assault on Mr. Grapp cor- 
respond in geveral particulars with the 
description of Harry and Edgar Brown, 
brothers of Mr. Grapp’'s first wife.’’ 

When seen by a reporter last even- 
ing Mr. Grapp seemed dazed and un- 
able to tell who the men were that had 
assaulted him. In relating events of 
several years ago he appeared to be 
fairly lucid, but about the assault he 
gave rambling accounts. 

Mr. G is related by marriage to 
Street Superintendent E. R. Werdin of 
Los Angeles.

ARE BUILDING TO TONOPAH.

Organized Plasterers Hand 
Out a Package. 


The latest accessions to the Citt 
zens’ Alliance are two independent 
women of the local business world, 
who, while in years past have heart- 
ily endorsed union principles, prefer 
in future to conduct their business 


walking delegates. 


Mrs. N. Clarke and her daughter, 
Mrs. B. Blades, proprietors of the 
Rival restaurant at 119-121 West Sec- 
ond street. Back of their application 
for membership in the new organiza- 
tion is an amusing story of a “great” 
strike, ordered Wednesday and a 
“call-out” of employés by a big burly 
delegate, commissioned to war 
upon women. 

At an hour when the restaurant was 
crowded, the union emissary walked 
in, captured the “totem emblem” on 
the wall and defiantly asked what 
the “helpless” women would do without 
their “card.” Just what they did do 
has somewhat floored the labor agi- 
tators. They onl lled sweetly, 
busied themselves in serving their 
patrons and later made application for 
membership in the Citizens’ Alliance. 

Of the twenty-six people employed 
in the restaurant, but four—waitresses 
—walked out. Yesterday there were 
ten applicants for the positions, and 


creased two-fold. 

Another amusing feature of the 
“strike,” is the success attending the 
efforts of pickets stationed at Main 
and Spring street corners, near the 
restaurant. One man who was ap- 
proached listened attentively to the 
picket’s tale of woe, thanked him 
cordially and said, “I am very glad 
you told me of the heinous crime these 
women have committed in not turn- 
ing their interests over to you and 
your associates. I might have gone 
elsewhere for my lunch. Under the 
circumstances, as a consistent mem- 
ber of the Citizens’ Alliance, I'll go in 
and eat with them. I'll then induce 
every man in my employ to go and 
do likewise.” And he did. 

This incident was repeated through- 
out the day showing something of the 
practical working of the new “union” 
organization. Furthermore, old pa- 
trons who had quit the restaurant be- 
cause the union card was flaunted in 
their faces have returned and are giv- 
ing the self-asserting women of the 
Rival eating house their heartiest sup- 


port. 

A fact that makes the situation 
more humiliating to the union gang 
is that the four non-union cooks, re- 
sponsible for the “strike” were for- 
merly members of the cooks’ organ- 
ization, but tiring of their affiliation, 
allowed their dues to lapse causing 
their names to be erased from the 
membership rolls. 

Mrs. Clarke and Mrs. Blades have 
the honor of being the first women to 
join the Los Angeles Citizens’ Al- 
liance. 

Yesterday afternoon delegation 
from the Labor Council waited upon 
Mrs. Clarke and begged her to again 
hang the union card on her restaurant 
walls, but the errand was fruitless. 
“No more union for me,” said Mrs. 
Clarke, in reply to the plea made. “I 
have for years stood by you fellows; 
.I have heartily indorsed union prin- 
ciples, and my reward is that the mo- 
ment you think you can force me to 
terms by attempting to ruin my busi- 
ness you attack me. I think we'll

ing delegates. Failing to secure a re 
vision of wage and hour schedules, a 
new plan to shut out independent 
workmen has been adopted. The 
union plasterers demand $6 per day.

and regulations” of the unions. Just 
how to circumvent the situation and 
knock out the independent plasterers 
has been a problem not easy of so- 
lution. The unions now, with amusing 
seriousness, suggest thatall non-union 
men be discharged and union men be 
given their jobs. The promise ac- 
companies the suggestion that in the 
event of such an arrangement, the 
union men will work for $5 per day. 
This tender, the laborites claim, is 
made in the interests of the general 
public. 

But the bait is not tempting to the 
employing plasterers. Instead, they 
are allying themselves with the Citl- 
zens’ Alliance and will endeavor to 
struggle along without the valuable 
assistance of the plasterers’ union.

SELLERS OF STRAIGHT JIPS IN

In Absence of Referee They Dis- 
regard Foul Rules, Abuse Street 
Car Conductors, and Are Sent to 
the Sand for the Limit. : 


One of the fastest mix-ups ever wit- 
nessed outside a prize ring in Los An- 
geles took place at the corner of Fourth 
and Main streets yesterday at 12:45 
o'clock p.m. Conductor Armstrong of 
a Main-street car bound for Ascot 
Park endeavored to fulfill,his orders 
by objecting to the solicitations of two 
touts who were attempting to sell 
printed tips on the races. One of them 
spat in his face, and called him vile 
names, whereupon the conductor at- 
tempted to put him off the car. The 
result was a free-for-all fight, with a 
surging mob as onlookers and nobody 
to referee. 

“We have been pestered to death by 
these touts,’ said General Superintend- 
ent John J. Akin last night, “and our 
conductors have written instructions to 
throw them off the cars unless they pay 
their fares. They have been in the 
habit for some time of getting on the 
cars and riding two or three blocks 
without paying, and at the same time 
cry out and sell their tips on the after. 
noon races. They block the steps of 
the rear end of the cars, block the 
aisles inside and have caused us no 
end of trouble. Last week I sent one 
of them a letter stating the case plainly 
and telling them we would not tolerate 
the nuisance any longer. I then issued 
the instructions to the conductors.” 

Although the two touts were battered 
until their own mothers would not have 
recognized them, they were shrewd 
enough to keep their identity unknown. 
“If we can find out who they are, ar- 
rests will surely follow,” said Mr. Akin. 

Upon attempting to put the man who 
spat upon him off the car, the con- 
ductor was dragged off by the tout with 
the assistance of his pal, and was 
thrown upon the ground and kicked. A 
motorman, who was off duty and on 
the way to lunch, rushed to the rescue, 
and pulli one of the men off, fin- 
ished him in short order, leaving him 
stunned and bieeding in the gutter.
